About the time that tho camp meet­ 
ing at Old Orchard claimed to be en­ 
gaged in the work of easting out devils 
there was a wild outburst of negro re­ 
ligious frenzy in Mountville, South Car­ 
olina, over the alleged capture of the 
original and only complete devil.

majesty, and it was thought that im­ 
mediately thereafter 
the 
judgment 
would arrlvp. 
But we can’t see that 
there is any improvement in any situ­ 
ation. any more than there has been 
during the long period which has been 
largely given up to the annihilation of 
the diabolical wretch. 
Anti does not 
the sultan still live? 


The bicycle corps of the 25th United 
States Infantry recently 
rode 
from 
Fort Missoula, Montana, to St. Louis, 
Missouri, a distance of 1,900 miles. The 
commander of the corps has reported 
to the war department th at the trip 
required thirty-four days 
of 
actual 
travel, at an average rate of 6.3 miles 
per hour.

which goes to show that men who lead 
mobs never do so from proper motives. 
The leader of a mob is always a cow­ 
ard, generally a sneak and aine times 
out of ten a moral degenerate. 
Let the 
world brand tho 
would-be heroes of 
this sort of justice with the brand of 
infamy and there will be fewer lynch­ 
ings. 


Some figures obtained by the United 
States Marine Hospital bureau, compar­ 
ing 1K96 with 1890, show favorably for 
Illinois and Chicago.

The bicycle corps of the 25th United 
States Infantry recently 
rode 
from 
Fort Missoula, Montana, to St. Louis, 
Missouri, a distance of 1,900 miles. The 
commander of the corps has reported 
to the war department that the trip 
required thirty-four days

travel, at an average rate of 6.3 miles 
per hour.

Some figures obtained by the United 
States Marine Hospital bureau, compar­ 
ing 1K96 with 1890, show favorably for 
Illinois and Chicago. In 1890 tin* death 
rate of Illinois was 24.01 for every 1,000 
of population. 
In 1896 this death rate 
was reduced to 14.01 per 1.000 popula­ 
tion, showing a reduction of 42 per 
cent in the death rate of the state. 
In 
Chicago the death rate in 1890 was 
21.19 per 1,000 population, and in 1896 
it was only 14.36 per 1,000 population, 
showing that Chicago, the second city 
in the Union in population, made sub­ 
stantially the same reduction in her 
death rate that was made by the state 
of Illinois as a whole. 
The healthiest 
city in Illinois last year was Sterling 
— death-rate 4.03 per 1,000; 
Blooming­ 
ton was low 
9.68; Galesburg little bet­

Comparing 
Chicago last

large cities It appears it is healthier 
than any of its competitors in popula­ 
tion. The death-rate of San Francisco 
was 16.76; Washington, 20.96; Atlanta

Brooklyn, 
20,52; 
New 
York 
20 86; 
Cincinnati, 
16.90; 
Cleveland,

lf she is a young hen, and 
I can not leave.* her where she is, I get 
a box and fix a nest, putting in the 
eggs I want her to sit on, take it to her 
nest late In the evening, gently remove 
her and feed lier well, placing the box 
in her old nest. 
She will soon take 
possession of the new nest and be­ 
come quiet. 
After dark I move her 
where I want her to stay during in­ 
cubation, placing a cover over her till 
the next evening, then remove and let 
her see where she la and become fa­ 
miliar with the surroundings, and she 
seldom falls to get off and eat and go 
back to her nest without further trou­ 
ble. 
Treat them kindly and they will 
appreciate 
it 
by behaving nicely. 
I 
have set them and moved them three 
miles on the nest, and they did well. 
As a general rule early pullets will 
give you more eggs during the winter, 
but old hens will get broody first and 
make the best mothers. 
It is better to 
set throe or more hens at the same 
time, and when the eggs have been sat 
upon ten days, examine them between 
the eye ariel a strong light, or take the 
lamp after dark, 
lf the egg looks clear 
it will not hatch, 
lf it looks dark, 
with the air sack large it contains the 
embryo of a chick. 
After the fertile 
eggs have been 
separated 
from the 
clear ones they will probably go under 
two or more of the hens which will 
bring out full broods, and you will 
have one hen that can be given fresh 
eggs, 
lf the hen is sitting off the 
ground in a dry place, sprinkle the eggs 
with tepid water a few times the week 
before hatching, and you will not find 
so many chicks dead in the shell. When 
she is through hatching let her re­ 
main on the warm nest with her brood 
for twenty-four hours. The chicks will 
not cat before that time, and they are 
gaining strength all the time. 
Then 
feed them light, nutritious food, a l ­ 
ways cooked. Hard bolled eggs and oat 
meal or bread crumbs rubbed up to­ 
gether are 
excellent, 
coarse 
corn 
meal mixed with sweet milk and baked 
Is good. 
Feed often and a little at a 
time, with a good drink of sweet milk 
two or three times a day, but never let ! 
it stand by them. 
When a month old 
they can be given 
cracked 
corn or 
wheat, but always that which is good; 
wheat 
is 
better 
and 
cheapar 
titan 
screenings for chicks. 
It is a mistake 
to underfeed the growing chicks. 
They 
require more solid and varied food in 
proportion, while growing, than at any 
other period of their lives. 
Like any 
growing animal, they require plenty of 
good, wholesome food, supplied often 
and bountifully, to enable them to grow 
rapidly and develop properly. 
If you 
have the Asiatic fowls and have prop­ 
erly mated and cared for them, at two 
months old, you will have some in 
each brood large enough for broilers. 
Then a s the “ early bird gets the worm,” 
you will receive the best prices for 
your early chicks. 
Another advantage 
is that they are off before the hot 
weather comes on and the poultry's 
pests begin to multiply by the million. 
In the hot summer comes the hard 
work to keep your breeding stock for 
the next year healthy and free from 
vermin, always remembering that poor 
shelter, care and feed will in a few 
generations make scrubs of the finest 
thoroughbred 
stock. 
Thoroughbred 
scrubs are little better 
than 
native 
scrubs, 
and 
the 
farmer who raises 
either will always be poor. 
Breeding 
the best stock and keeping it in the 
best condition possible pays the largest 
profits. 
About the first of Ju n e I shut 
all the chickens out of their houses 
and let them stay, night a s well as 
day, In cool sheds prepared for them 
adjoinging the house. 
It Is no trouble 
to change them, and they are far more 
comfortable of warm 
nights. 
There 
they have plenty of shade, and clean, 
cool water twice a day, and lf the 
yards get foul take a plow or spade 
and turn the earth over, and it will 
give the hens plenty of employment to 
level it according to their own notion. 
I now 6lose the house perfectly tight 
and fumigate 
with 
brimstone, and 
leave shut up for a week, or perhaps 
all summer. 
Then it is whitewashed, 
and in October, when the nights grow 
cool, I open it and let the fowls and 
chicks in for the winter, first seeing 
that they are free fiord vermin. 
Feed 
them well, as before said, and as soon 
as they are through moulting you will 
have an abundance of nice fresh eggs, 
(lather them regularly every evening, 
and. lf you want to sell them, you can 
get five cents above the market price, 
if you h a v e the Asiatics, as their eggs 
are larger than those of smaller breeds. 


amount of butter tbe.t is thrown on the 
market in the sum m er time. 
It would 
help the dairymen In a 
number 
of 
ways. 
The 
amount 
being 
lessened, 
there would be in sum m er no time 
when the butter would be exceptional­ 
ly low. This would prevent speculators 
from buying up cheap butter and put­ 
ting it in cold storage to be brought 
out and sold In winter in competition 
with winter-made 
butter. 
Thus 
the 
prices would be kept at about an aver­ 
age the year round. 
ThiB condition of 
affairs would yield the greatest profit to 
butter makers. 
Fluctuating prices are a 
detriment to any business, except that 
of speculation. 
Stable prices eliminate 
the speculator. 
Stable prices have the 
effect of stimulating the consumption 
of any article. 
A sudden rise of prices 
generally curtails sales till the people 
get used to paying the advance. 
The 
efforts of the dairymen should be to 
bring about uniformity so far a s pos­ 
sible. 
The men that m ust begin the win­ 
ter dairying are our most progressive 
men, the men that have silos, or at 
least that know how to provide their 
cows with succulent food In winter and 
feed In a way that will keep up a con­ 
stant flow of milk. 
We cannot expect 
the men that never read and seldom 
think to m ake a success of 
winter 
dairying. 
It requires more skill than 
It does to do sum m er dairying, or, we 
should say, reckless dairying, letting 
things take their course. 
One objection to winter dairying has 
been that 
it 
requires 
too 
constant 
work, the sowing of special succulent 
crops in the spring and summer, the 
gathering of them in the fall, and the 
care of the milk and butter and their 
sale In the 
winter, 
m akin g 
twelve 
months of work. 
It is much easier to 
work seven or eight 
months In the 
su m m er method of dairying and have 
a few months of good, solid rest. 
But 
who can fairly expect to thrive 
on 
working part of the time during the 
year? 
Because winter dairying makes 
It possible to put in twelve months of 
solid paying work instead of eight is 
one of the reasons why it should pay a 
greater profit. 
Few can hope to get 
as much profit out of eight m onths’ 
work as out of twelve. 
It has been 
figured out that milk and butter in the 
winter are worth on the average about 
50 per cent more than in the summer. 
Added to that is the asserted fact that 
the total milk production for the year 
is often 30 per cent more, and you 
have a considerable advance. 
The rea­ 
son for this increased flow of milk is 
found in the fact that during every 
sum mer there is a dry period when 
the pastures get very short and the 
g rass very dry. 
During this time the 
cows are not generally fed on succu­ 
lent fodder to keep up the flow of milk. 
The supply falls off, and, as all dairy­ 
men know, never gets back to its for­ 
mer abundant flow. 
The loss from this 
cause is very great, when we take into 
consideration the millions of cows in 
the country. 
By a proper course of 
feed the winter dairym an avoids this 
pitfall, 
lf he feeds silage the preven­ 
tion of any such falling off 
is 
easy. 
Even if he feeds other succulent feed 
with abundance of grain food the suc­ 
cess is generally assured. 
He there­ 
fore avoids anything corresponding to 
the summer drouth, and keeps up the 
flow of milk from the time of the cow 
coming in fresh to the time of drying 
up previous to calving again. 
Some use the argument that if all 
rush into winter dairying there will be 
no profit In it for any one. 
T h a t is a 
contingency that need not be guarded 
against. 
Winter dairying is too much 
like work for everyone to run into it. 
Most men care so much for ease that 
they will take the easiest route, wheth­ 
er it pays or not. 
Then there are 
a 
great many men that are 'beyond the 
reach of this propaganda, 
and 
they 
will never think of changing. 
Alto­ 
gether, there is no danger that 
the 
number in this particular line will be­ 
come bo great that profits will drop to 
nil.

the twenty-fourth month the casein de­ 
clines; from the eighth to the tenth 
month the sugar increases, this body 
being in small proportion during the 
latter part of the first month, and in 
the fifth and

eleventh months the butter fails in pro­ 
portion, progressively diminishing from 
the first to the eighth mouth, and then 
increasing slightly.

ERH A PS it would 
not he amiss to add 
a few words about 
sitting hens. When 
I have a trusty hen 
that is broody, and 
1 can sit her where 
she is undisturbed 
by 
the 
others, I 
give her eggs 
the 
first night she stays 
in 
her 
nest—not 
porcelain, but the sure-enough eggs,and 
she thanks me for it by tucking them 
under her with her hill and giving her 
body that peculiar shake that is un­ 
mistakable proof of settling down to 
business. 
If she is a young hen, and 
I can not leave her where she is, I get 
a box and fix a nest, putting in the 
eggs I want, her to sit on, take it to her 
nest late In the evening, gently remove 
her and feed her well, placing the box 
in her old nest. 
She will soon take 
possession of the new nest and be­ 
come quiet. 
After dark I move her 
where 1 want her to stay during in­ 
cubation, placing a cover over her till 
the next evening, then remove and let 
her see where she is and become fa­ 
miliar with the surroundings, and she 
seldom fails to get off and eat and go 
hack to her nest without further trou­ 
ble. 
Treat them kindly and they will 
appreciate 
it 
by behaving nicely. 
I 
have set them and moved them three 
miles on the nest, and they did well. 
As a general rule early pullets will 
give you more eggs during the winter, 
hut old hens will get broody first and 
make the best mothers. 
It is better to 
set three or more hens at the same 
time, and when the eggs have been sat 
upon ten days, examine them between 
the eye and a strong light, or take the 
lamp after dark. If the **gg looks clear 
it will not hatch. 
If it looks dark, 
with the air sack large it contains the 
embryo of a chick. 
After the fertile 
eggs have been 
separated 
from the 
clear ones they will probably go under 
two or more of the hens which will 
bring out full broods, and you will 
have one hen that can be given fresh 
eggs. 
If the hen is sitting off the 
ground in a dry place, sprinkle the eggs 
w’ith tepid water a few times the week 
before hatching, and you will not find 
so many chicks dead in the shell. When 
she is through hatching let her re­ 
main on the warm nest with her brood 
for twenty-four hours. The chicks will 
not cat before that time, and they are 
gaining strcuigth all the time. 
Then 
feed them light, nutritious food, a l ­ 
ways cooked. Hard boiled eggs and oat 
meal or bread crumbs rubbed up to­ 
gether are 
excellent, 
coarse 
corn 
meal mixed with sweet milk and baked 
is good. 
Feed often and a little at a 
time, with a good drink of sweet milk 
two or threo times a day, but never let 
it stand by them. 
When a month old 
they can he given 
cracked 
corn or 
wheat, but always that which is good; 
wheat 
is 
better 
and 
cheapar 
than 
screenings for chicks. 
It is a mistake 
to underfeed the growing chicks. They 
require more solid and varied food in 
proportion, while growing, than at any 
other period of their lives. 
Like any 
growing animal, they require plenty of 
good, wholesome food, supplied often 
and bountifully, to enable them to grow 
rapidly and develop properly. 
If you 
have the Asiatic fowls and have prop­ 
erly mated and cared for them, at two 
months old, you will have some in 
each brood large enough for broilers. 
Then as the “ early bird gels the worm,” 
you will receive the best prices for 
your early chicks. 
Another advantage 
is that they are off before the hot 
weather comes on and the poultry’s 
pests begin to multiply by the million. 
In the hot summer comes the hard 
work to keep your breeding stock for 
the next year healthy and free from 
vermin, always remembering that poor 
shelter, care and feed will in a few 
generations make scrubs of the finest 
thoroughbred 
stock. 
Thoroughbred 
scrubs are little better 
than 
native 
scrubs, 
and 
the 
farmer who raises 
either will always be poor. 
Breeding 
the best stock and keeping it in the 
best condition possible pays the largest 
profits. 
About the first of June I shut 
all the chickens out of their houses 
and let them stay, night as well as 
day, In cool sheds prepared for them 
adjoinging the house. 
It is no trouble 
to change them, and they are far more 
comfortable of warm 
nights. 
There 
they have plenty of shade, and clean, 
cool w’ater twice a day, and if the 
yards get foul take a plow or spade 
and turn the earth over, and it will 
give the hens plenty of employment to 
level it according to their own notion. 
1 now ¿lose the house perfectly tight 
and fumigate 
with 
brimstone, and 
leave shut up for a week, or perhaps 
all summer. 
Then it is whitewashed, 
and in October, when the nights grow 
cool, 1 open it and let the fowls and 
chicks in for the winter, first seeing 
that they aro free fruid vermin. 
Feed 
them well, as before said, and as soon 
as they are through moulting you will 
have an abundance of nice fresh eggs. 
Gather them regularly every evening, 
and, if you want to sell them, you can 
get live cents above the market price, 
if you have the Asiatics, as their eggs 


Winter dairying would decrease 
the 
amount of butter tbe.t is thrown on the 
market in the tummer time. 
It would 
help the dairymen in a 
number 
of 
ways. 
The 
amount 
being 
lessened, 
there would be In summer no time 
when the butter would be exceptional­ 
ly low. This would prevent speculators 
from buying up cheap butter and put­ 
ting it in cold storage to be brought 
out and sold in winter In competition 
with winter-made 
butter. 
Thus 
the 
prices would be kept at about an aver­ 
age the year round. 
This condition of 
affairs would yield the greatest profit to 
butter makers. Fluctuating prices are a 
detriment to any business, except that 
of speculation. 
Stable prices eliminate 
the speculator. 
Stable prices have the 
effect of stimulating the consumption 
of any article. A sudden rise of prices 
generally curtails sales till the people 
get used to paying the advance. 
The 
efforts of the dairymen should be to 
bring about uniformity so far as pos­ 
sible. 
The men that must begin the win­ 
ter dairying are our most progressive 
men, the men that have silos, or at 
least that know how to provide their 
cows with succulent food in winter and 
feed in a way that will keep up a con­ 
stant flow of milk. 
We cannot expect 
the men that never read and seldom 
think to make a success of 
winter 
dairying. 
It requires more skill than 
it does to do summer dairying, or, we 
should say, reckless dairying, letting 
things take their course. 
One objection to winter dairying has 
been that 
it 
requires 
too 
constant 
work, the sowing of special succulent 
crops in the spring and summer, the 
gathering of them in the fall, and the 
care of the milk and butter and their 
sale In the 
winter, 
making 
twelve 
months of work. 
It is much easier to 
work seven or eight 
months in the 
summer method of dairying and have 
a few months of good, solid rest. 
But 
who can fairly expect to thrive 
on 
working part of the time during the 
year? 
Because winter dairying makes 
It possible to put in twelve months of 
solid paying work instead of eight is 
one of the reasons why it should pay a 
greater profit. 
Few can hope to get 
as much profit out of eight months’ 
work as out of twelve. 
It has been 
figured out that milk and butter in the 
winter are worth on the average about 
50 per cent more than In the summer. 
Added to that is the asserted fact that 
the total milk production for the year 
Is often 30 per cent more, and you 
have a considerable advance. 
The rea­ 
son for this increased flow of milk is 
found in the fact that during every 
summer there is a dry period when 
the pastures get very short and the 
grass very dry. 
During this time the 
cows are not generally fed on succu­ 
lent fodder to keep up the flow of milk. 
The supply falls off, and, as all dairy­ 
men know, never gets back to its for­ 
mer abundant flow. The loss from this 
cause is very great, when we take Into 
consideration the millions of cows in 
the country. 
By a proper course of 
feed the winter dairyman avoids this 
pitfall. 
If he feeds silage the preven­ 
tion of any such falling off 
Is 
easy. 
Even if he feeds other succulent feed 
with abundance of grain food the suc­ 
cess Is generally assured. 
He there­ 
fore avoids anything corresponding to 
the summer drouth, and keeps up the 
flow of milk from the time of the cow 
coming in fresh to the time of drying 
up previous to calving again. 
Some use the argument that if all 
rush Into winter dairying there will be 
no profit in it for any one. 
That is a 
contingency that need not be guarded 
against. 
Winter dairying is too much 
like work for everyone to run into it. 
Most men care so much for ease that 
they will take the easiest route, wheth­ 
er it pays or not. 
Then there are 
a 
great many men that are 'beyond the 
reach of this propaganda, 
and 
they 
will never think of changing. 
Alto­ 
gether, there is no danger that 
the 
number in this particular line will be­ 
come so great that profits will drop to 
nil.

Varying Components of Milk.—Dur­ 
ing the first live months of milking the 
salts in the milk are in excess, and then 
progressively 
decrease 
to the eighth 
month, when they increase slightly; the 
casein and extractives diminish up to 
the second month, and 
then 
remain 
nearly constant, but from the tenth to 
the twenty-fourth month the casein de­ 
clines; from the eighth to the tenth 
month the sugar increases, this body 
being in small proportion during the 
latter part of the first month, and in 
the fifth and 
sixth 
and 
tenth and 
eleventh months the butter fails in pro­ 
portion, progressively diminishing from 
the first to the eighth mouth, and then 
increasing slightly.

Away back in the dark ages when 
civilization was slow in coming and 
the barbarities of the vicious members 
of the human family made innocent 
people shudder, there were organized 
bauds of ruffians who made it a part 
of their business to kidnap children 
and sometimes grown persons,

hold them until various sums of mon­ 
ey were extorted from the agonized 
parents or friends. Of course children 
were their favorite prey, as they were 
more easily kept and could not escape 
without assistance. Terrified into si­ 
lence, shut up in some interior apart­ 
ment of a building, or concealed in a 
cave, many a child has dragged out a 
wretched existence, 
frightened, 
ne­ 
glected and at last murdered or thrown 
into dens of vice if the demands of the 
kidnappers were not complied 
with. 
Since the time when Charley Ross so 
suddenly and mysteriously passed out 
of knowledge, but few" attempts have 
been made to disturb the 
quiet 
of 
American households in this way. But 
of late the disposition to extort money 
in tliis manner has seemed to be grow­ 
ing, and, in spite of themselves, Am­ 
erican parents are feeling more or less 
concerned because of the dangers that 
menace their little ones. There is no 
punishment severe enough for the vil­ 
lain who snatches a child from 
the 
heart of a quiet and unsuspecting fam­ 
ily. There is a moral and emotional 
phase to such an act that Is by no 
means met if the miserable wretch ends 
his life at the hands of a Justly en 
raged mob. There is that, however, 
in the alertness of the American mind 
that makes it somewhat difficult for 
acts of this sort to go unpunished. It 
is not the easiest thing in the world 
for men of the sort who do deeds of 
this kind to escape detection. Such 
things might have been possible when 
the country was new and sparsely set­ 
tled, and when there were unbroken 
forests an 
unexplored 
caverns 
all 
about the great hills 
that 
environ 
some of our eastern cities. But 
the 
habit of observation is very strong in 
the average Yankee, and any unusual 
action or appearance Is quite likely 
to be observed or commented on. There 
are towns in the vicinity of New York 
City into which a stranger cannot go 
and lounge for six hours without the 
detective force is warned of it and 
knows his movements thoroughly. If 
there is the least suspicious action or 
expression he is not free from espion­ 
age as long as he remains. 
It is great­ 
ly to the credit of the men to whom 
the safety of these places is entrusted 
that they are rarely mistaken in their 
estimation of the men they shadow. 
In one town within six years not a mis­ 
take has been made, and dozens of 
stragglers have been apprehended and 
either put behind the bars or given to 
understand that in moving 
on 
was 
their only safety. In the case of the 
Conway child it was developed upon 
inquiry that if this scheme 
worked 
satisfactorily other children were to 
be similarly raptured and held until 
money could be extorted from the par­ 
ents. 
But the sudden coming to grief 
of this effort has, it is hoped, shown the 
persons who contemplate such villainy 
that the undertaking is altogether too 
risky to pay. It is a fact that ninety- 
nine out of a hundred crimes are de 
teeted and the criminals are punished. 
The 
hundredth 
escapes 
sometimes 
merely by fortunate circumstances, and 
sometimes because a thorough sifting 
reveals the fact that the criminal was 
too close to the household to bo prose­ 
cuted. 
The cold-blooded fiendishness 
of the kidnapper of children is scarcely 
paralleled by any act in the history of 
crime. That all efforts should be mad* 
to prevent a recurrence of such acts 
every well disposed member of every 
community will devoutly 
wish.—New 
York Ledger.

A Brainerd Institution. 


A metropolitan green house capa­ 
ble of supplying the demands of a city 
much lurger than the one in which it 
is located is something that Brainerd 
can now boast of and it is an institu­ 
tion that is worthy the patronage of 
our citizens. 
On Monday a represen­ 
tative of this paper visited the green 
house of Mrs. Wm. Dodd on Eight 
street south and was surprised at the 
improvements that had been inaugu­ 
rated. 
When Mr. Doild bought the 
property the green house stood on the 
north side of the lots but during the 
past few weeks the location has been 
changed to the south side of his resi­ 
dence and an entirely new structure 
erected 14x100 feet, an excavation of 
three feet being made in the ground 
the entire length, the entire building 
being enclosed with 
double glass 
above the ground. The aew plant has 
been erected according to plans and 
specifications from experts at the bus­ 
iness, and Thompson At Gruenhagen, 
the Laurel street plumbers, have just 
finished putting in the steam heating 
apparatus which will not, only heat the 
hot house but Mr. Dodd’s residence 
as well, and the job is considered to 
he a very tine piece of work. 
A new 
JO horse power boiler has just been 
placed in position in a basement un­ 
tier t ie rear of the dwelling. 
The 
green house is arranged to be divided 
by curtains in four sections and the 
temperature of each section will be 
regulated according to the demands 
of the plants contained in them and in 
the center is a large water tank. 
In 
the rear of the dwelling is the design­ 
ing room and office. 
The grounds on 
the north side of the house will be 
fashioned into a beautiful flower gar­ 
den next season. 
The number of plants in the green 
house at present on a conservat ve es­ 
timate is over (>000, and 1000 of them 
are new additions to the stock con­ 
sisting of roses, carnations and bulbs. 
Mr. Dodd informs us that they will 
be able to till all orders for cut flowers 
and anything in their line during the 
coming winter months and at prices 
lower than those offered by the green 
houses of other cities, which with the 
saving in express will be an induce­ 
ment to patronize the home institu­ 
tion

Jordan infers that “ the blood of each 
single person iu A lfred’s time who left 
capable descendants enduring to our 
day is represented in each family of 
strict English descent. 
In other words, 
every Englishman is descended from 
Alfred the Great, as very likely also 
from the peasant woman whose cakes 
Alfred 
is reputed to have burned.” 
This gives us a somewhat modest idea 
cf tho value of descent from Alfred tho 
G reat or William 
the Conqueror.—

Another tiling that has swell- 
e t the number of hunters is the fact 
of the law in Wisconsin which requires

A ll tlio Chinamen buried in the cem­ 
eteries around New York w ill ho ex­ 


h u m e d and reinterred in the now N a­ 
tional Chinese cemetery, near Philadel­ 
phia, according to Chinese agents, who 
aro canvassing Pell, Boyers and Mott 
streets for the sale of lots. 
The purchase of the old 8t. Mary’s 
farm, at Wynuewood, for this purpose 
was the idea of Li Hung Chang, who 
became impressed with 
the soldiers’ 
cemeteries and the plots of organized 
veterans and firemen in this country. 
L e e Toy, the mayor of Chinatown, in 
Philadelphia, fostered the new burial 
plan for Chinamen, and 110 acres, at 
the enormous price of $2,250 an acre, 
has passed into the possession of the 
Celestials. 
Lots were selling the other day in 
Chinatown, New York, at from $50 to 
$500, and a privileged resting place for 
almost every Chinaman buried in Cy­ 
press H ill has been subscribed for by 
surviving members of bis fam ily. 
The National Chinese cemetery is the 
only burying ground owned by China­ 
men in this country. 
Native rites of the Chinese, which 
have heretofore been denied by the au­ 
thorities of the local cemeteries, w ill bo 
exercised in the new burying ground. 
Part of the ceremony consists of a 
banqui to f roast pig, rice and ohopsuey, 
left on tho grave, and which is never 
eaten except by some hardy and occa­ 
sional tramp who visits the grave after 
the mourners aro gone. 
An old custom of sending a bone of 
the dead back to China may be dispensed 
w ith now that the colonies in this coun­ 
try w ill bo sido by side in one great 
reservation.— New York Journal.

taken care of, and tho prico ho pays is 
just sufficient to cover the expense. Tho 
public laundries serve another good 
purpose in furnishing employment for 
a number of women who need food and 
shelter until they can find permanent 
positions. Therefore nearly all the wash - 
| erwomen aro refugees who aro sent to 
the laundry by the police, tho inspect­ 
ors of tho poor or the sanitary inspect­ 
ors who have found them in a desti­ 
tute condition.

ey were extorted from the agonized 
parents or friends. 
Of course children 
were their favorite prey, as they were 
more easily kept and could not escape 
without assistance. 
Terrified into si­ 
lence, shut up in some interior apart­ 
ment of a building, or concealed in a 
cave, many a child has dragged out a 
wretched existence, 
frightened, 
ne­ 
glected and at last murdered or thrown 
into dens of vice if the demands of the 
kidnappers were not. complied 
with. 
Since tin* time when Charley ltoss so 
suddenly and mysteriously passed out 
of knowledge, but few" attempts have 
been made to disturb the 
quiet 
of 
American households in this way. But 
of late the disposition to extort money 
in this manner has seemed to be grow­ 
ing. and, in spite of themselves, Am­ 
erican parents are feeling more or less 
concerned because of the dangers that 
menace their little ones. 
There is no 
punishment severe enough for the vil­ 
lain who snatches a child from 
the 
heart of a quiet and unsuspecting fam­ 
ily. 
There is a moral and emotional 
phase to such an act that is by no 
means met if the miserable wretch ends 
his life at the hands of a Justly en­ 
raged mob. There is that, however, 
in the alertness of the American mind 
that makes it somewhat difficult for 
acts of this sort to go unpunished. 
It 
is not the easiest thing in the world 
for men of the sort who do deeds of 
this kind to escape detection. 
Such 
things might have been possible when 
the country was new and sparsely set­ 
tled, and when there were unbroken 
forests a 11 
unexplored 
caverns 
all 
about the great hills 
that 
environ 
some of our eastern cities. 
But 
the 
habit of observation is very strong in 
the average Yankee, and any unusual 
action or appearance is quite likely 
to be observed or commented on. There 
are towns In the vicinity of New York 
City into which a stranger cannot go 
and lounge for six hours without, the 
detective force Is warned of it and 
knows his movements thoroughly. 
If 
there is the least suspicious action or 
expression he is not free from espion­ 
age as long as he remains. 
It Is great­ 
ly to the credit of the men to whom 
the safety of these places is entrusted 
that they are rarely mistaken in their 
estimation of the men they shadow. 
In one town within six years not a mis­ 
take has been made, and dozens of 
stragglers have been apprehended and 
either put behind the bars or given to 
understand that In moving 
on 
was 
their only safety. 
In the ease of the 
Conway child it was developed upon 
inquiry that if this scheme 
worked 
satisfactorily other children were to 
he similarly raptured and held until 
money could be extorted from the par­ 
ents. 
But the sudden coming to grief 
of this effort has, it is hoped, shown the 
persons who contemplate such villainy 
that the undertaking is altogether too 
risky to pay. 
It Is a fact that ninety- 
nine out of a hundred crimes are de­ 
tected and the criminals fire punished. 
The 
hundredth 
escapes 
sometimes 
merely by fortunate circumstances, and 
sometimes because a thorough lifting 
reveals the fact that the criminal was 
too close to the household to be prose­ 
cuted. 
The cold-blooded fiendishness 
of the kidnapper of children is scarcely 
paralleled by any act in the history of 
crime. 
That fill efforts should be made 
to prevent a recurrence of such acts 
every well disposed member of every 
community will devoutly 
wish.—New 
York Ledger.
